In a few years my circumstances 
became embarrassed, though not insolvent-and 
I found it necessary to resume the practice of 
the law—which from the time of my removal 
to Alabama I had relinquished. It beeame ne- 
cessary, also, in order to meet my responsibility 
and preserve my credit that I should sell my 
land and slaves. Before making any contract 
for the sale of my slaves, I informed them of my 
situation, and consulted their wishes in the se- 
lection of a purchaser. They had less aversion 
to being sold than they would formerly have had 
-~—because I had found it necessary to the prose- 
eution of my professional pureuits, to remove 
from my plantation to Huntsville, sixteen miles 
distant, thus leaving them for the Jast year, en- 
tirely in thejcharge of an overseer. In the sale 
[ made a short time afterward to a planter whose 
land adjoined mine, and whose character as a 
humane master was well known to my slaves, 
I reserved my domestic servants—-five in number 
—a man, his wife and their three children. This 
sale was made in 1824, at a time when my 
opinions on the subject of slaveholding did not 
materially differ from those which prevailed 
among the generality of planters. My religious 
professions and connexion with the church took 
place in the spring of 1826. 

For several years I had no other slaves than 
the five I have mentioned as domestics. In 
the autumn of 1829-30, an elderly man and his 
wife, held by an innkeeper at whose house I 
usually boarded whilst attending a neighboring 
court, became solicitous that I should buy them. 
The innkeeper was addicted to fits of intem- 
perance, and while they were on him he would 
compel the old negro to amuse him by exer- 
cising hia skiil—acquired in his younger days—- 
in playing vulgar tunes on the fiddle. The old 
man being a member of the Methodist church, 
and an occasional exhortcr, considered his par- 
ticipation in such things as inconsistent with his 
religious station, and felt the necessity under 
which he was placed asa great grievance. This 
in addition to other reasons, induced me to pur- 
chase him and his wile, ai the price set on them

Yetina few instan- 
es, if my information be correct, they have been 
made by persons whose knowledge of my cir- 
cumstances at that time, takes away every ex- 
cuse which charity can plead for them on the 
round of ignorance.

I read almost every work I 
could lay my hands on;J talked mueh of it in 
public and in private. In the month of May, 
1834, I became so fully convinced of the right of 
my slaves to thei freedom. and of my duty as a 
Christian to give it to them, that I prepared, ns 
well as I now remember, on the first day of 
June, a deed of emancipation for the six I 
brought with me irem Alabama, and had it duly 
entered on record in the office of the County 
Court of the county in which Tlived.

Cuba and the United States. 

Our commercial relations with Cuba are highly 
important. Mer importations in 1841 amounted 
to $25,081,408, nearly one halt of which con- 
sisted of provisions; the rest being made up of 
manufactured goods, lumber, metals &c. Her 
exports the same year were $26,774,614,--the 
chief article of export being sugar. Upon this 
article, we impose a most onerous tax, to enable 
the sugar planter in Louisiana to cultivate the 
eane to profit—and the result is, that in additioa 
to our having to pay a bonus fur his benefit, we 
cannot in decency ask a reduction of the tariff in 
Cuba upon our grain, pork, beef &c. 

It is seen that the Cubans want just what 
we can furnish them at the cheapest rates—but 
they. of course will insist upon paying us with 
their great staple,sugar, Our slaveholding Goy- 
ernment, controlled by Whigs and Democrats, 
successively, has broken up this natural order 
of trade, and the result is, Free Labor suffering 
for the benefit of Slave Labor. In 1841, 181,590 
barrels of Spanish flour were imported into the 
island, being 54,684 barrels more than in 1840— 
while of American flour the same year, only 45, 
952 barrels were imported, being a diminution 
compared with the preceding year, of 21,136 bar- 
rels, Thus, owing to the miserable policy of 
the Slave Power, our trade is falling off with 
Hayti, injured with Cuba, and, is threatened

Mr. Clay and the Cilley.Duel. 
The New York Tribune has along article con- 
cerning the Cilley duel, calculated to palliate the 
conduct of Graves, lessen the sympatliy felt for 
Cilley, and designed to explain in a satisfactory 
wity, the participation of Mr. Clay in some of 
the preliminary proceedings. 
Up to the time when the challenge was de- 
cided upon by Mr. Graves, the Ziribune asserts 
that Mr. Clay had nothing to do with it. Bat, 
at this point, Mr. Clay begins to act. We give 
the Tribune’s statement of what he did. 
“Graves called on Mr. Clay, his friend and 
fellow-boarder, and stated to him in confidence 
the whole matter. Mr. Clay was astonished and 
distressed—told Mr. Graves he (G.) ought not to 
have been involved in this affair, and that it 
might and should be settled without bloodshed. 
He asked to see the challenge, and, on reading 
it, remarked that it was a naked and unqualified 
summons to the field—that this must not be sent, 
but one that would admit of and invite a peace- 
ful adjustment. Accordingly, he tore up the 
challenge and wrote the following : 

“Wasnineton City, Feb, 22, 1838. 

“As you have declined aceepting a communi- 
cation which [ bore to you from Co!, Webb, and 
as by your note of yesterday you have refused 
to decline on grounds which would exonerate me 
trom all responsibility growing out of the affair, 
lam left no other alternative but to ask that 
satisfaction which is recognized among gentle- 
men. My friend, Hon. Henry A. Wise, is auth 
orized by me to make the arrangements snitable 
to the occasion. Your obedient servant, 
“Hon. J. Cilley.”’ W. J. Graves. 
Mr, Graves concurred with Mr. Clay in the 
hope that the affair would be settled without a 
combat, and left him. He despatched the above 
challenge by Mr. Wise, and it was promptly ac- 
cepted.” 
The duel was fought, Cilley was murdered, 
The difficulty, it will be recollected, grew out 
of an allusion to Mr. Webb, editor of the En- 
uirer, New York, by Mr. Cilley in a speech in 
he House. Webb sent a note by Graves de- 
manding explanation. Cilley declined receiving 
the note, stating according to Mr. Graves? recol- 
that he ‘did not choose to be drawn into 
ontroversy with editors for what he might see 
t to say as a representative on the floor of Con- 
ress-—and that he did not rest his non-recepuion

‘illey to sign them. He declined, stating that 
e had said nothing more, than that “he refused 


no disrespect to Mr. Graves.” 

Mr. Graves chose to consider himself involved 
and thereupon challenged Cilley. 

Mr. Clay, according to the Tribune’s state- 
ment, was “astonished and distressed””—but, did 
not interfere with his friendly offices to prevent 
the duel. On the contrary, he crew up what 
seemed to hima better form of a challenge, and, 
there is not the slightest evidence that he inter- 
fered subsequently to delay the duel,or bring about 
an amicable understanding! And yet,if ever there 
was a case, in which the influence of a humane

Thomas Campbell. 

The little sensation produeed in the world by 
the death of the author of “Gertrude of Wyo- 
ming,” shows how small importance is attached 
in this worldly era to Literary men and _Lit- 
erary pursuits. Few American papers have 
called atiention to the event. The death of a 
third-rate politician would have occasioned more 
remark. And yet most of the works of Camp- 
bell are imperishable. His contributions to Eng- 
lish Literature will associate his name forever 
with the selectest writers of this age. 

The London Morning Chronicle contains a 
brief notice of the life and death of this elegant 
writer. He was a native of Glasgow, and in 
early life, filled the station of a private tutor.— 
During this period, he planned and partly exe- 
cuted, his best poem, in our estimation, **The 
pleasures of Hope? He soon after settled at 
Sydenham, and devoted himself to Literature; 
and his first poem brought him fame and influ- 
ence. Subsequently he published “Gertrude of 
Wyoming,” which he himself preferred to the 
“Pleasures of Hope; ‘Theodoric;” various 
songs and ballads, and more recently “The Pil- 
grim of Glencoe.” ‘Theodoric” and “The Pil- 
grim of Glencoe,” are inferior to his earlier poems; 
but his ballads will live while there shall be a 
heart to respond to the spirit-stirring tones of 
true genius. 


The prose works of Mr. Campbell are of 
ahigh order. His selection from the British po- 
ets has become a standard work. He wrote also 
a“Life of Mrs. Siddons,” a “Life of Petrarch,’ 
a“Life of Frederick the Great,” & “Letters from 
Algiers,” besides’ being concerned in several 
newspapers and Magazines. He enjoyed a pen. 
sion of three hundred pounds, and was honored 
by being chosen Lord Rector of the University 
of Glasgow. Finding his health failing, he re- 


“The Inconsistency of their Course.’” 
We liad nothing to say’ of the “honor and in- 
tegrity” of the course of the Atlas, Wecharged

We plead innocence to the charge of “vitu- 
peration and abuse of Mr. Clay.” Ifthe Atlas 
will point out where we have sinned in this point, 
we will cheerfully and publicly confess our sin. 
When a man commits deeds, or holds sentiments, 
which we believe to be utterly wrong, we @up- 
pose it is no “vituperation and abuse” to state 
the facts. Mr. Clay is a Slaveholder—has avow- 
himself in favor of perpetual Slavery—was the 
author of the Missouri compromise, which es- 
tablished the domination of theSlave-Power--has 
opposed all attempts to abolish Slavery in the 
District of Columbia, which the senior editor of 
the Atlas made a speech against, just after Gen- 
eral Harrison’s election——and is a duellist. Is it 
abuse to state these facts? What more have we 
done? 

Now, what are the facts about Mr. Birney? 
He is a Kentuckian; was born and educated a 
slaveholder—held slaves in Kentucky—moved 
to Alabama—became embarrassed—to relieve 
himself, sold a portion of his slaves, giving them 
the choice of masters--eubsequently became a 
religious man, a member of the Presbyterian 
church; was an active advocate of Colonization ; 
returned at last to Kentucky, bringing the slaves 
he owned, with him, except one, who would not 
come; began to obtain clenr ideas of the nature 
of slavery; under a sense of duty emancipated 
hisslaves; just befure, had purchased at hisown 
request a slave, who was to work out his free- 
dom on certain conditions, but, subsequent- 
ly, while as yet he was in the twilight of 
Truth returned this slave to his master, be- 
cause he had utterly failed to comply with a sin- 
gle one of the conditions——for this act, made a 
public confession of wrong doing—subsequent- 
ly became an avowed abolitionist-—attempted to 
establish a free press in Danville, Ky.—-was 
driven by persecution out of of the State— 
then stood forth as a public advocate of the 
rightsof the oppressed, losing the favor of hie 
friends, drawing down upon him the maledic- 
tions of his enemies, enduring mobs, suffering 
serious detriment in his property and health-— 
and finally, upon the death of his father, instead 
ofdividing the slaves and property equally be- 
tween himself and other heir, effected an ar- 
rangement by which all the slaves, twenty-one 
in number, were set off as his portion, wHom

The Parties and Their Great Men. 

According to the testimony of the journals of 
both parties, our country abounds in great men 
—men, distinguished by their rich eloquence, 
their indomitable will, their high moral senti- 
ment, their broad views, their common sense, 
theirability to command, &c. &c. We need 
not worder at this, when we see how speedily 
a simple nomination by one of the two large par- 
ties, transforms an obscure politician,whose death 
a year since would scarcely have been announ- 
ced out of his own State, into an illustrious pat- 
riot, & far-reaching statesman! To secure these 
men a perpetuity of fame, one thing is neces- 
sary—the perpetuity of their parties. Posterity 
seldom sanctions the verdicts of party. 

The last Louisville Journal contains a well 
written article, on Henry Clay, from which we 
learn that Mr. Clay is the greatest man in the 
nation, and that, should he succeed in the en- 
suing election, he will make such a President 
“as never was before or since Washington.” The 
next generation will not ratify this juadgment.— 
It will be apt toinquire, what act this states- 
man did, what policy he originated, which 
stamped him as a great man? His influence, 
they said, was invincible: Did he mould the 
character of his age? Did he show forth in his 
own practice, or by his.eloquence, the true prin- 
ciples of republican institutions, and their ap- 
plicabilities? What monument of his wisdom 
or power now survives? 

He was the prominent advocate of a National 
Bank, His influence could not save the one ex- 
isting, of resuscitate another. He was styled the 
father of the American system—internal im- 
provements and a high protective tariff. His in- 
fluence yielded to an irresistible public senti- 


ment, and he was obliged to descend to the 
ground of compromiso—appropriations for works 
strictly National, and a tariff for revenue, alone, 
and incidental protection. He was the great ad- 
vocate of Land Distribution, but only succeeded 
so far as to secure the passage of a bill, clogged 
by such a condition, as effectually nullified it.— 
No great project of legislation did he originate— 
and the plans that he adopted all failed. He 
was obliged to become a compromiser; compro- 
mise was throughout, the characteristic of his 


statesmanship, from the time when he concocted 


the Missouri compromise, down to the compro- 


mise of 1833, and still further to 1844, when in 
public speeches and letters, he vindicated both 
these measures. 

Another question posterity will ask. You 
boasted of your great men--these men had the 
light of a former generation to guide them—yet, 


how happened it, that in the year 1844, fif- 
ty-five years after the adoption of your Constitu- 
tion, after half a century of agitation, almost 
every great question, in political economy, and 


under the Constitution, was utterly unsettled ? 


And still another—-how happened it, thatwith 
your wonderful array of talent and statesman- 
ship, you should have permitted the evil of Sla- 
very, confessedly the greatest political, social 
and moral evil of your country,to go on strength- 
ening itself, and enlarging its bounds, until it 
had quadrupled the number of its victims, mon- 
opolized seven new States, obtained the control 


of your government, placed its foot on the neck 
of Free-Labor, and made your republic a hissing 
and a byword among the nations of the earth? 
In view of all these difficulties, we must beg 
leave to differ with the Louisville Journal, and 


while we consider that Mr. Clay is a great orator 
and @ great compromiser, deny that he is a great 
statesman.

We should like to see tables, showing the a- 
mounts of these articles exported from Pitts- 
burgh, Louisville, and St. Louis. 

The quantities remaining in N. Orleans may 
be to aconsiderable extent reserved for future 
exportation and, therefore furnish no exact test of 
the amounts consumed by that market. 

The foreign market for flour and lard is high- 
ly important, consuming as compared with the 
coastwise markets, no less than 44 per cent. 
The consumption would increase ‘greatly, were 
systematic and well directed efforts made by 
the Government to enlarge this market. 

Of the domestic markets, New York and Bos- 
ton are by far the largest consumers of our pro- 
duce—and this is one reason why the import 
trade should be attracted to those two points. 
The following table giving the receipts of 
flour and wheat at tide water at Albany, to the 
close of June, 1843, and 1844, the navigation 
commencing May Ist in the former year, and 
April 18thin the latter, will give some opportu- 
nity for comparison. 

The receipts of Flour and Wheat at tide water 
at Albany, tothe close of June, 1844 and 1843, 
is as follows :— 


1844 1843 Increase. 
Flour, bbls.....-- 682,481 438,598 243,883 
Wheat, bush---- 250,126 101,335 148,991 


Thus while New Orleans in seven months re- 
cieves by the Mississippi and its tributaries only 
433,005 bbls. of flour, there being little or no 
wheat, Albany receives at her port in two months 
and twelve days, or about one third the time, 
682,481 barrels of Flour and 250,126 bushels 
Wheat. After all, the largest portion of the 
Flour and Wheat of Ohio goes to the East by the 
lakes and canals.— Herald.

The courage 
displayed by the negroes deserved a better 
fate. It is said not one of them surrender- 
ed until knocked down or disabled. Some 
of them were severely injured, being shot

Further Items by the Hibernia. 
The steamer Manchester, Captain Dudley, was 
lost with all her crew and passengers, on the 
16th and 17th, off the mouth of the Elbe, in a 
dreadful storm. 

We copy the following paragraph in relation 
to the appeal of O’Connell. 

“Mr. Kemmis handed in the writ and the re- 
cord at their lordships’ bar, on the evening of 
Friday, 2ist inst., and, as may be supposed, the 
ponderous mass of polished sheep skin excited 
vo little astonishment. The day for hearing 
counsel is next Thursday. Sir Thomas Wilde 
will open for the prisoners. He will be followed 
by the Attorney aud Solicitor General for Eng- 
land, and Mr. Fitzroy Kelly will have the general 
reply. The argument will occupy perhaps two 
days at the utmost, as the points raised on the 
record are few, the principal one being the jury 
lists. The law lords are, the Chancellor, Lords 
Cottenham, Campbell, Denman, Brougham and 
Langdale.” 

In the chamber of Deputies, France, on the 
22d ult,, the Ministers were defeated by a ma- 
jority of one, on a proposition concerning a rail 
road, but on the 24th, they recovered themselves, 
showing a majority of 28 on the same proposi- 
tion. The wheel-about policy in these old coun- 
tries is even more common than in this country. 

A telegraphic despatch on the 24th ult. an- 
nounced the renewal of hostilities between 
France and Moroeeo. It was dated Toulon, 
June 16th, and was from the General of Alge- 
ria. The despatch stated that during a confer- 
ence, the commander of the Morocco troops had 
fired upon the French—who at last acting upon 
the defensive, had killed some three or four hun- 
dred of the enemy. 

The Ministry immediately sent off orders to 
hasten the departnre of the Prince de Joinville’s 
squadron. His plan is to destroy all the sea ports 
of Morocco, and if that should not be sufficient, 
an army will march upon Fez, 

An express was received in Paris from Perpig- 
nam, dated June 29th, which stated that, the 
Emperor of Morocco had rejected the ultimatum 
of the Spanish Government, and the proffered 
mediation of the English Government, and that 
the four Spanish ministers at Barcelona were 
returning speedily to Madrid. It was generally 
believed that no resource was left, except in the 
most decisive megeures.

The army remained fixed at 344,000 men, 
and 84,416 horse.

The number of refugees, Spaniards, Poles, It- 
alians and Germans, in France last January, 
was 14,265, of whom 3900 were receiving aid 
from the Government. The refugees have cost 
France since 1831, upwards of 40,000,000f. 

In Spain, all was quiet at the capital. The 
four Ministers who had remained at Madrid, had 
started to join the Qeen, and their departure 
was the ground of much conjecture. Serious 
apprehensions were entertained of a coup d? etal 
against the Constitution, and of the marriage of 
the Queen with the son of Don Carlos.

Interesting from Mexico--Santa Anna on 
the Annexation of Texas. 

From tHe Mexican Et Siero oF June 12. 


Very Excellent Sir: In an American steamer 
which anchored at Vera Cruz on the 14th inet., 
arrived an agent ot the United States named 
Gitzert L, Tuomprson, Chief Engineer of the 
Navy of that Republic, and, ashe had informed 
the General Commandant of Vera Cruz of his wish 
to confer with me personally, I caused that func- 
tionary to let him know tnat he could pass to this 
place, to which I would repair yesterday. 

Accordingly the said agent arrived to-day in 
the Dilligence, accompanied by the “Intendant 
of Marine, Don Joaquin Maria del Castillo,” y 
Lanzas, to-act as interpreter; and, after the usual 
forms and courtesies, he declared himself to the 
following effect: that the President of the United 
States had signed a treaty with commissioners 
on the part of Texas, thereby incorporating its 
territory with that of the Union; that this treaty 
had been brought before the Senate, and upon 
its discussion there it had been deemed an in- 
dispensable act of justice, before any definate 
action on the subject, to confer with Mexico, 
seeing the relations of amity which exist be- 
tween the two Republics; that the American 
Government had been compelled to this proce- 
dure in consequence of the necessity of atten- 
ding to her own preservation, having observed 
the sinister views manifested by the English 
Cabinet, in proportion asit gain strength in 
Texas, and in consideration of her commercial

Condition of the Italian Peasantry. 





BY J. T. HEADLEY. 





The peasantry of [tally as a general thing, 
are more virtuous than the richer classes, 


necessaries of life. The difference in this 


respect in the different sections, is as great 


as that between the cultivated and uncultiva- 
ted land of those regions. Field work, which 
in our country is chiefly confined tu the men 
except in the slave districts, is here perform- 
ed also by the women. Wheat is generally 
sown in drills, and after it has reached a cer- 
tain height is weeded out generally by fe- 
males and boys, who pass between the rows 
with narrow hoes. The peculiar customs 
of the peasantry often give them a very 
picturesque appearance in the fields. I have 
seen twelve or fifteen women ina group, each 
with a napkin folded on the top of her head, 
to protect it from the sun—while the dark 
spencer and red skirt open in front and pin- 
ned back so as to disclose a blue petticoat 
beneath—contristed beautifully with the 
bright green field that spread away on every 
side. They usually go their work in the 
morning with their distaffs in their hands, 
Spinning as they go. 
those characteristics of the country you meet 
at every turn. 
and held under the arm, while the spindle 
rests in the hand. The flax js pulled out in- 
to a thread in the usual way when the spin- 
dle is dropped and a whirl given it as it falls, 
so that it hangs dangling by the thread and 
twisting it has itrevolves. I have often 
stopped of a bright morning and watched 
these picturesque groups, slowly sauntering 
along to theirlabor. Many of them will ask 
alms as you pass, as a mere matter of econ- 
omy.

_ eaying other parts of Italy for another 
time, I will speak simply of Lucca and the 
region bordering onit. Here, and further 
North, all along the base and in the midst 
of the Appenines the peasantry are indus- 
trious and frugal—but still the means of 
subsistence arg not sufficient tg their wants. 
Chest puts are a staple article of food—roast- 
ed they are very nice, but as the chief’ provi- 
sion=~can scarcely be regarded ag healthy. 
They are pounded and ground up and made 
into pudding and bread. They grow in great 
abundance on the Appenines, and the value 
of the land is estimated not by its quantity 
but by the pumber of bushels of chestnyts jt 
will produce. ‘fhese mapntgin Jands are let 
out to the peasantry, who give two-thirds of 
the chesnuts to the landlord, and retain one 
for gathering. When there comes 9 frost 
and ills of diminishes the ¢hestnyt ¢rop, 
the distress among these children of the hills 
is terrible.

ter his day’s work was done, and yet he re- 
ceived for it a whole day’s wages. Return- 
ing from these mines just at evening we met 
one of those dandy peasants we often see 
painted, but seldom encounter. A perfect 
rustic Adonis with flowing locks anc rosy 
cheeks, and beautiful bright and laughing 
eye——he had that jaunty air and frolicking 
gait which characterises your peasant beau. 
His hat was set rakishly on one side, while 
his flashy vest and careless custom gave him 
a decidedly rakish appearance. But he was 
a handsome fellow, and as he passed us with 
his oxen cart he trolled away a careless ditty. 
A peasant girl stepped into the road that 
moment and joined him, but it did not Jook 
exactly likea casual meeting. They walk- 
ed on side by side, and he had such a good- 
for-nothing scape-grace look that I could not 
help calling out to him. They both looked 
back and laughed, when he suddenly seized 
her by the waist and gave her a kiss that 
fairly rung again. The blow that followed 
sent him half way across the road and made 
my ears tingle in sympathy. 

The next day we went into the mountains 
to visit the Seravezza quarry, and also the 
Mercury mines. These last are very un- 
profitable and dreadfully destructive of hu- 
man live. Mr. Powers uses the Seravezza 
marble exclusively. Wandering amid the 
hovels and along a mountain stream that 
disclosed at every step some new beauty in 
the stupendous scenery that enclosed me,— 
[ entirely lost track of my companions. Dis- 
covering at length they had gone to the top 
of the mountain to visit the highest quarries 
I was fool enough to follow. But after wind- 
ing up and up for a long time I became con- 
fused in the multitudes of paths that contin- 
ually crossed and intersected mine. But 
while [ stood midway on the mountain, 
doubtful what cuurse to take, a young wo- 
man about 18 years of age overtook me.--- 
She was decidedly pretty, with a slight and 
graceful form. ‘The everlasting distaff was 
in her hand, and she spun away as she slow- 
ly ascended the zigzag path. [ enquiredjthe 
quarries, she told me she was on her way 
there and would accompany me. We fell 
into a chit-chat—sustained as well as could 
be expected with my bad Italian on one side 
and her miserable prtoi’s onthe other. I 
asked her if she was carrying the dinner to 
her friends in the quarries. ‘‘Ohno,” she 
replied. Ah, said I, in trae Yankee inqui- 
sitiveness, I suppose you are going up to 
visit your husband? she burst intoa clear 
laugh, and replied, ‘‘Oh no, [ am not mar- 
ried.” Well, then, said I, in perfect de- 
spair, what are you climbing this tremen- 
dous hill for. Oh, [earry ‘‘quadrette,” she 
answered, ‘“Quadrette’?” I exclaimed, 
what’s that. Onenquiry, I found that she 
was employed all day in bringing square 
blocks of marble dressed for pavements from 
the quarry tothe plain. A thick napkin 
was folded on the top of her head, on which 
she placed the ‘‘quadrette,” a square piece 
of marble and desended with it to the manu- 
factory below. It wasa mile from the bot- 
tom to the tap, and she spun as she ascend- 
ed the mountain, and then returned with her 
“quadrette.* A mile up anda mile back, 
made each trip two miles long. She made 
seven a day, and received for each only a 
cent and a half. Thus she travelled fourteen 
miles a day end carried seven miles a heavy 
stone, and received for it ten cents. I look- 
ed at her with astonishment. _ Her features 
and form were delicate, and her viice and 
manner and all were so gentle and sweet, 
that I could not conceive for a moment that 
such a lifeot drudgery was her lot. Yet 
she seemed cheerful and happy.
